2* Young men betveen the ages of 18 and 21 mere qualified to enter the 

laval Academy, provided they received their gymnasium certificate (Mala 
Mature — equivalent to 11 years of school), and were considered politically 
reliable* Persons already in the Polish lavy as enlisted men oould enter 
this Academy provided they had their gymnasium certificate and had served 
at least tvo years in the P Q llsh lavy* Registration with the Academy mas

5. The uniform of the naval ,cadet was similar to the uniform of the 
Polish naval officer, except for the visor of the cap, which was 
plain (without the naval^fficer t s star) and the cuffs, which had 
a narrow gold stripe for each year served as a cadet. On each 
lapel of the blouse the letters OS (Oficerska Szkola) appeared. 
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
